bat more fruits and vegeta- 
hles' Eat less fat. These are. just 
two of the nutrition messages 
people hear regularly, But there 
is One vital element of a healthy 
diet that many of us just don't 
get cngugh of 
Wateris an important nutrient 
and crucial to good health. The 
average person’s body weight is 
55 to 75 percent water. Some 
tissues are. more than 70 percent 
water 

We lose water evéry day ina 
number of ways. It-escapes the 
body. in perspiration, exhaled 
water vapor, urine and feces, On 
siverage, adults lose about 10 
cups of water every day 

The water we lose must be 
replaced because. we cannot 
function without an> adequate 
umount of water. The basic rec- 
ommendation is to drink the 
equivalent of 8 and 12 glasses of 


Water a day. But during. hot 
weather and other situations 
where you may perspire heavily, 
you, may need to increase the 
amount of water you take in 

Try drinking water through- 
out the day. If you wait until you 
feel thirsty, you're already 
beginning to déhydrate. 

A recent study shows 
Americans are drinking too little 
water Only one in five drank the 
recommended eight glasses of 
water a day, Results reveal that 
the average American consumes 
only 4.6 servings of water a day. 
A breakdown of average con- 
sumption shows 7,9 servings of 
hydrating liquid daily and 409 
Servings of dehydrating bever- 
ages a day. 

Besides water, hydrating bev- 
erages include juice, milk, and 
carbonated soda without. caf- 
feine. Many of us are getting 
only about a third of the hydrat- 
ing liquids we need.

At any moment, nearly 2,000 
thunderstorms ‘are..in progress 
over the earth’s: surface. Their 
potential for. violence make 
them one of nature’s great 
killers’ and. destroyers. Here are 
some safety rules. from: the 
National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration + 
ihat. coud help. save your- fife * 
when lightning threatens. 


!. Stay indoors. Don’t go out- 
side unless absolutely necessary. 

2. Stay away from open doors. 
and windows, fireplaces, stoves, 
metal pipes, sinks and plug-in 
electrical appliances. 

3. Don’t use plug-in electrical 
equipment like hair dryers, elec- 
tric tooth brushes or electric 
razors during the storm.

5. Don’t take laundry off the 
clothesline. 


7. Don't use ‘metal ‘objects 
like fishing rods and golf clubs.

Facts about using sulfate as a litter 
treatment in poultry houses 


Stan Windham

Poultry producers have asked 
about using aluminum sulfate 
commonly referred to as alum, 
to’ improve poultry production 
and reduce negative effects of 
liter on the environment. 
ReSearch has shown that alum 
applications to poultry litter 
control ammonia volatilization 
and reduce phosphorus runoff 
from land fertilized with litter, 

The breakdown of uric acid in 
poultry manure produces the gas 
ammonia (NH3). Alum is an 
acid that produces hydrogen 
when it dissolves, The hydrogen 
produced hy this reaction will 
form Ammonium sulfate. As a 
result of these reactions, the 
amount of ammonia emitted 
from the liter will be reduced, 
which will increase the nitrogen 
content of the litter. The use of 
alum in broiler litter manage- 
ment can potentially impact per- 
formance and environmental 
concerms. 

Benefits of using alum as a 
litter treatment include the fol-

Imposes a drying effect that 
reduces litter moisture 

' For best results, alum should 
be applied to the, litter between 
flocks, starting after the first 
flock but before. the second 
flock. This will give maximum 
control of ammonia when the 
birds ‘are young and most sensi- 
live to atmospheric ammonia. 


A rate of 50 to 200 pounds of 
alum per 1,000 square feet of 


floor space is the typical recom- 


mendation for the treatment of 


broiler litter, For most broiler 
houses, this will equate to | to:2 
tons of alum per house for each 
grown-out. A lower rate of 50- 
Ibs/1,000 ft2 will control ammo- 


nia during the first few weeks of 


a grow-out. 

Before alum application, the 
broiler house needs to be de- 
caked or rototilled. Alum then
